Although the democrat stand was 
declared In republican quarters to 
have diminished the chances of a 
compromise, It was learned that a 
proposal to modify the preamble re- 
servation of the committee so that 
the reservations would not -'have to 
havo affirmative acceptance by the 
other powers had been under serious 
consideration by the republican lead- 
ers.It was understood that the .re- 
publicans had manifested a willing- 
ness to insert a provision by which 
the reservations 
could be accepted 
by tho other powers by their merely 
"not objecting to" them. 
Senator Hitchcock said the demo- 
crats were of the belief that the voto 
on unqualiiied ratlllcatlon should bo 
taken after, and not before the Lod(?e 
resolution was disposed of. 
"There have been no pledges by 
senators," Senator Lodg-e added. "Tho 
reservations were adopted by free, 
undictated votes of senators and, in 
my opinion, they will not be modi- 
fied by any talk of withdra-vra.1." 
Senator Smith, democrat, Georgia, 
opening the debate, said he ".declined 
to allow his views to be controlled by 
anyono else." 


Will Voto for KcscRutton. 


"I shall voto for 
tho resolution 
and the reservations that have been 
presented, although I would be grnti- 
lled In many respects to see them 
changed," he said. 
Senator Knox, republican, Penn- 
sylvania, of the Irreconcilable group, 
said If complete defeat of the treaty 
could not be accomplished he de- 
sired to make It as 
acceptable 
as 
possible. 
Senator Lodse asked that 
President Wilson's letter advising ad- 
ministration/democrats vote a/jain-st 
tho Lodge ratification prog-ram, 
bo 
printed In the record, adding-: 
"I think comment Is superfluous." 
Senator Thomas, democrat, Color- 
ado, said he would vote ag-ainst tho 
resolution, not because of the pres- 
ident's letter but because of the la- 
bor provisions. 
Senator Robinson, democrat, Ar- 
kansas, said enemies of the treaty 
had succeeded, "temporarily at least, 
in 
accomplishing indirectly 
what 
they could not do openly," and "havo 
planned to alienate the nations who 
were our allies in the -war." 
"Yet senators who say they •want. 
the treaty," he said, "arc aiding- in 
this plan which gives only comfort to 
those who want to see the treaty 
killed." 


Assailing President Wilson's state- 


ment that the proposed reservations 
nullify the treaty, Senator Lenroot, 
republican, Wisconsin, said tho time 
had passed when the American poo- 
pie could be deceived by such state- 
ments. "To what do the senators on 
the other side of the chamber ob- 
ject," he asked.

Flesche, is the reason he was de- 
feated by the white man.

dian held the white man east/of the 
Mississippi for tv.-o centuries.

would be holding him there yet, and 
the advance of civilization 
would 
have been delayed for centuries if 
the Indians had been able to com- 
bine 
under one 
lender, 
Mr. . La 
Flesdhc thinks. He does not regret 
the defeat of the Indian, however, 
nor his impending disappearance as 
a distinct race. 
He ' thinks
